There are two reasons why 


a gall bladder that contains 
stones should be removed—to 
prevent the agonizing attacks 
of gall bladder colic that 
occur when a stone becomes 
lodged in the bile duct and to 
avoid chronic gall bladder in- 
fection. 
Persons who have 


gallstones often inquire what 
diet is best for them. If they 
are overweight, they should 
go on a reducing diet. But, 
regardless of w e i g h t , they 
should avoid fats because fats 
stimulate the gall bladder to 
c o n t r a c t and may force a 
stone into the bile duct. This 
type of diet should not, how- 
ever, be used as a substitute 
for removal of the gall blad- 
der. 


After such an operation a 


return to a l i b e r a l diet is 
usually possible. But if part 
of the trouble was a disease 
of the stomach or intestines, 
as is often the case, further 
dietary restriction may be 
necessary. 


One reader asks what hap- 


pens to the fats in one's diet 
after the gall bladder has 
been removed. They continue 
to be emulsified by bile which 
flows from the liver directly 
into the digestive tract. The

are sharply limited in attempting 
to apply electric revenues to 
street paving, Such electric funds 
as are diverted to the streets 
must be matched by local taxes 
from other sources. Otherwise 
the entire cost of street work 
would be dumped unfairly Into the 
laps of electric consumers, It 
would be just as unfair as try- 
tog to make property owners pay 
all street costs. 
- The obvious solution Is a com- 
promise paving program sup- 
ported by taxes from several 
sources, 
with matching funds 


from the electric plant. But the 
first attempt in this direction 
•was shouted down at a city hall 
public meeting. That proposal 
contained an allocation of federal 
aid, to which we objected. The city 
reworked the plan, struck out 
federal aid, increased the amount 
the electric plant would contri- 
bute, and added a vehicle license 
tax. This went to the polls and 
was defeated. 


I will always suspect that a. 


material factor in its defeat was 
the city license tax on vehicles 
— • 
something the automobile 


owners are going to have to re- 
consider If they ever expect to 
get good streets for Hope. 


An automobile represents a 


large investment, and it makes 
sense to donate a few dollars a 
year to protect it with good 
streets. 
. But this Is something car 
owners will have to resolve in 
their own minds. -Certainly the 
payers of income tax won't re- 
solve it for them by permitting 
federal grants; nor will electric 
consumers be saddled with the 
entire cost when all tney nave 
to do to stop it is to file an in- 
junction; and property owners 
very definitely won't pick up the 
whole bill. 


Maybe when the car owner 


finally realizes what a lone hand 
he is trying to play he'll throw in 
with his fellow citizens and agree 
to a vehicle license tax — and 
we'll be able to rebuild Hope's 
rough and unsightly streets.

Vietnamese 
Have to Have 
Several Jobs

SAIGON (AP) — Unless he is 


wealthy, a Vietnamese must 
have two or three jobs to sup- 
port his family. In many fami- 
lies, wives and children must 
work to keep up with South Viet- 
nam's wartime inflation. Since 
the Tet offensive, many have 
lost their second and third jobs, 
making the squeeze even tough- 
er. 


Prices took off like a balloon 


In early 1965 and have continued 
to rise as the number of U.S. 
troops has risen. In that period, 
as the number of American 
troops rose 
from 20,000 
to 


500,000, the cost of food nas 
quadrupled and over-all prices 
—including food, transportation, 
haircuts, aspirin, charcoal, elec- 
tricity—have' increased three- 
fold. 


This means Vietnamese must 


find ways to pay 60 cents for a 
loaf of bread that used to cost 10 
cents, or a kilogram, 2.2 pounds, 
of rice for 280 plasters that once 
sold for 82. 


Nguyen Van Tlnh—the name 


is fictitious but the situation Is 
real—Is a middle level official 
in the Ministry of Agriculture. 
He has a degree from a univer- 
sity in the Philippines and a 
master's degree from American 
University in Washington, D.C. 


He is paid 14,000 piasters- 


$119—a month and gets a rice 
allowance

his 


monthly salary to almost 16,000 
plasters. He also is allowed the 
personal use of a ministry jeep.

has ended in the trial of Dr. 
Benjamin Spock and four other 
men charged with conspiring to 
aid, abet and counsel young 
men to avoid the draft. 


The pediatrician ended his 


second day on the witness stand 
Tuesday with a denial that he 
ever 
attempted to persuade 


young men to resist the draft, 
but said he was "glad and de- 
lighted" when they did. 


Closing arguments by defense 


and prosecution begin today. A 
final charge by U.S. District 
Judge Francis J. W. Ford re- 
mains before the all-male jury 
receives the case. 


On trial with the 65-year-old 


Spock Is Yale Chaplain William 
Sloane Coffin Jr., 43; Michael 
Ferber, 23, a Harvard graduate 
student; Mitchell Goodman, 44, 
a writer and teacher from Tem- 
ple, Maine; and Marcus Raskin, 
34, a Washington research di- 
rector.

Colombian

The Senate on Friday rejected 


constitutional amendments sub- 
mitted by Lleras to curtail 
congressional power over eco- 
nomic matters and to allow, for 
the first time in 10 years, politi- 
cal parties other than the ruling 
Conservatives and Liberals to 
run candidates in future elec- 
tions. 


Under the constitution, the 


presidency alternates between a 
Liberal and a Conservative ev- 
ery four years, the result of a 
1957 agreement which ended a 
decade of civil war.

firmed case of screwworms in 
the last four years, however, 
with the outbreak in Texas and 
with the movement of cattle, they 
could come into Arkansas any- 
time.

LATE PLANTED SOYBEANS 


Soybeans planted after June 15 


can be considered as late beans, 
and maximum yields should not 
be expected. However, soybeans 
may produce profitable yields 
when planted after June 15 if 
there are adequate rains later 
in the season, moderate tem- 
peratures and a late frost. In 
general, 
Arkansas yield data 


have shown a decrease in soy- 
bean yields when planted in July. 


Soybeans will not have time to 


make normal vegetative growth 
before flowering is induced be- 
cause of reduced day lengths at 
this late date of planting. 


The varieties to plant after 


June 15 should be the late mid- 
season maturing group which in- 
clude Bragg, Jackson, Semmes 
and Bossier for southern Arkan- 
sas.
